UmcAcu, October 9.— Chicago day at 


the fair drew the biggest crowd in the 
history of the city. Tho railroads in 
forty-eight hours brought in half a mill- 
ion strangers. Lust night and tonight 
thousands arc without shelter. People 
are sleeping in stairways, restaurants, 
and hotel offices. Today there was a 
grand parade and all business was sus- 
pended. Tonight there is a procession 
of illuminated floats ut the fair grounds 
mid the whole city ie ablaze with an un- 
paralleled fireworks display. 


A perfect autumn day mid the largest 


crowd that ever congregated at a like 
gathering in the world's history, com- 
bined with all other features to make 
Chicago dny at the World's Fair an un- 
precedented success. 


Everything on the program went off 


wit.] i perfect success, and the only thing 
to mar OIK duy or evening was the num- 
ber of little accidents inseparable from 
tint crushing and jamming of such a 
mass of people- as congregated in the 
World's lrair district. The crowd was 
larger than at the banner day of the 
Paris Exposition. Sever before has a. 
holiday been BO generally observed in 
Chicago. 
Kvery business house and 


small store was closed. Most linns, in 
addition to closing their places of busi- 
ness, furnished their employes with 
tickets of admission to the fair. 
With 


all thtsi; }icui>lo turned loose and added 
to l>y the tremcndouH influx of outsiders 
during the past forty-eight hours, it is 
not to be wondered at that such a crowd 
waa never seen before. 


Amon^ the more notable features of 


the day were memorial editions of the 
Inter-Ocean, Record and Times news- 
papers of this city. 
These papers, 


which were profusely illustrated, con- 
tained elaborate reviews of Chicago and 
especially descriptions of the great (ire. 
Ko unprecedented was the demand for 
them that they BOOH sold for. a premium 
of fit) cents. 


At the down town terminals all morn- 


ing iho crueli was appalling. At the 
steamboat landings of the Illinois Cen- 
tral iin(l elevated stations there waa a 
jam Hie like of which lias never before 
been seen hero, while along the line of 
the cjible roads people were packed in a 
black iwiBH for blocks. At the grounds 
the steady Htrcam Bccmcd to increase 
rather than diminish towards dark, as 
thousands of additional people began to 
make their way in to see the night dis- 
play. 


The total attendance at the fair today 


wan 751 ,02ft, of which 719,040 were paid.

WASHINGTON, October 9.— In the acn- 


ate Harris of Tennessee replied in caus- 
tic terms to the resolution of the Mem- 
phis Merchants' Exchange in taking 
himself and colleague Bate to task for 
opposing repeal. 


Dolph of Oregon offered a resolution, 


which went over, calling upon the secre- 
of state for information as to whether 
China revuested an extension of time 
for registration of Chinese laborers in 
this country as required by the act of 
May 5, 1892, or whether she had given 
the United States any assurance if the 
time for such registration should be ex- 
tended Chinese laborers would register 
and take out certificates.

A tire occurred yesterday morning at

! o'clock by a passerby, who observed 
imoke issuing from the ritlhir through 


,h<! ventilators. He immediately gave

>romntly. 


The chemical's hose was introduced 


•hrough one of the ventilators, every 
tllier opening being closed in order to 
jiuother the tire. The tnuoke was dense 
ind stifling and impregnated with a 
trong odor of coal oil. Borne water was 
ilso thrown on the blaze, but it was 
mrdly necessary as thu chemical suf- 
iced. 


The fire was confined entirely to the 


•oof of the cellar, which forms the floor 
of the saloon above, but it was extin- 
guished before it could burn through. 
After it was out an investigation was bc- 
jun by Chief Higgins. 


It was discovered that tlie llnor of tho 


saloon, from the rear door to the front 
entrance, was liberally sprinkled with 
coal oil. In fact, there were pools of 
,he inflammable 
material here and 


there. Besides this the counter, shelves 
and other fixtures bad also been satur- 
ited with the oil, and had the fire got a 
start in the saloon it might have been 


~ mud ing. 
tnpossible to save the buikting. 


The saloon is the property of William 


Harrcll, and is in the Baker1 & Johnson 
building. The stock and fixtures of the 
saloon are insured with Covalt & .Son 
for $2000, the policy being payable to 
llnrrell. 
The loss is about $160. Tbc 


building is insured for $3000. 


The authorities are confident that the 


tire was of incendiary origin and have 
the suspected person under tmrveilltuice. 
Ho will probably be arrested eome lime 
today. An officer has been placed in 
charge of the saloon by (Jhiel Iliggius 
HO as'lu preserve the evidences of incen- 
diarism. Tlie adjusters will arrive this 
evening from San J'Yanrkcu.
